Dear Cassius Coleman from Invincible #77’s Penvincipals, 


І really can’t relate to your initial disinterest in Invincible based on the artwork in the early 
issues. Glad to hear you're coming around now though. I'm going to agree with you that the 
art is at its absolute best in the newest issues, but | certainly wouldn't say that Cory Walker's 
old pencils or any other aspect of the art from the older issues is in any way dissatisfying. 
Before Walker's recent guest pencils, | would’ve said that Ryan Ottley is easily the better 
artist. Walker's new style (which can also be seen in Destroyer, a great mini-series--as much 
as | hate to plug Marvel) might even put him a step above Ottley. | can’t decide. The point is, 
the art has always been great, and it’s only getting better. 


In the ever-constant battle between “Who is the better Invincible artist” argument, І 
can say that the only winner is the reader. Both Cory and Ryan up their ante every time 
they throw lines on paper, so whoever lives longer will be the one to upstage the other. 


Eat your Wheaties, guys! 


As for the writing, | think you're reading it wrong. Now just wait; hear me out. | think 
you're hung up on the typical superhero formula, and that's what you're looking for here in 
Invincible. What sets this book apart from all those other superhero books— making it “the 
best superhero comic book іп the universe"—is Kirkman's ability to draw us in with the 
superhero genre tropes we've grown so comfortable with, and then take them іп a fresh 
direction. 


You decided straight away that you didn’t like Oliver because you thought you already knew 
what kind of character he was going to be, and made up your mind about his function in the 
progression of the story. Of course he'll turn bad and eventually be опе of Mark’s greatest 
foes. Except he didn’t. When that didn’t work out, it became clear that he was not so much 

а character as a plot device designed to further develop Mark’s character and motivation 
through his death at the hands of the villains. Whoops, Kirkman faked us out again. He didn’t 
use that tired old crutch with Atom Eve either. (І almost doubted him that time though!) He's 
a better writer than that. He's writing real characters, not just the typical “badass” male 
lead who depends on clichés like the murdered love interest/family member/best friend for 
motivation. 


In the early issues of the series, We Ге introduced to the original Guardians of the Globe 
which is composed entirely of stock characters. Then, they're all wiped out by Omni-Man, 
who isn’t quite as Superman as we thought he was. Instead of being murdered to provide the 
lead character with his superhero motive, the father figure in this book turns out to be evil. 
He's not Superman after all, so we figure he’s going to be Darth Vader. By now, we know he’s 
neither. He’s a deeper character—torn, conflicted, confused. He turns out to be not all bad, 
so we expect him to go out in a blaze of glory—hoisting Emperor Palpatine into an abyss 
and sacrificing his life to make things right. Nope. Now what? Well, that’s the point. We don’t 
know what's next, and that’s what makes Kirkman’s books the best. 


Robert > Star Wars? 
Definitely not. 


Now that you’re finally onboard, maybe you should go back and give the earlier issues 
another try? Read ‘em right this time, okay?
